The Land Office- 



Tlie New WestiniKstcv "I-Iciuld" 
Bays; 

"As the residonta of the country kno-n-, 
comparatively little inforniation is to ho 
obtained at the Land Oflico, tlie present 
Govorni; eat not hnving been Ujng^oiiotigh 
in powoi to sot iiuittor.s riglit inthiit De- 
partment; but tliore is plenty of huul to 
bo had, and we would advise new comers 
not to bo discouraged by the lack of ofli- 
oial information." 

Here Ir ccrliiinly au umount of ct\n- 
dor we did not expect to meet with in 
so ardent an advocate of tho present 
Administration. But the excuse, — 
"Thoy havp not been long enough in 
power." Of course not. "Give them 
more time." "Time and I agMnst the 
world," said one who came near con- 

■ quering tho world. Only let Minis- 
-ters enjoy undi.sturbed leave of oflSce 

for a few years, let them feather their 
own uests at the country's exijense. 
Let them "jump" all the choicest Lita 
of land. Don't be in a hurry about 
making mj changes in the Land Office. 
It ifl more convenient as it is, and 
Buits "jumping Ministers" to a T. But 
this unexpected admiaaiou of tho Now 
WostniinHtor organ is singularly oppor- 
tune, fully subBtautiating, an it docs, 
our repeated complaints about the un- 
fitness of the Land Office for by far 
the most important functions that 
should appertain to it — thatof afl'ordingiu- 
formatiou, guidance, and aid to intend- 
ing settlers. But it iu also cspocially 
opportune, as furnishing tho very best 
possible answer to tho two articles 
f -f irWoh . appeared injyesterdny's issue of 

■ the organ-in-'chief, in which this very 
Department is represented as lieing in 
a wonderful state of efhcieney and 
usefulness. How are the jniblic to 
account for this strange discord be- 
tween the two organs? Is it that the 

' one has more pay or Igbs conscience 
than the other ? Certain it is that the 
organ-in-chief is in no way hampered 
by conscience. In fact, it is altogether 
too economic of truth, and too undia- 
criminating and unmeasured in praise 
to help any administration. It is 
enough to sink a much better craft 
than that in which its master now sails. 
But the "Herald," while frankly ad- 
mitting the present useh'ssuess of tlio 
Land Otfice, pleads for more time. Tho 
jH-eseut Ministry have only been a little 
while in ofiice, and have not had time 
to set matters right in that Depnrtmeut. 
But it is an awkward circumstance for 
the present Ministry that one of it.s 
leading members was tlio henil of this 
same Department last year; so that, to 
a certain extent, the present ilinistry 
may be held morally responsible 
for its management during thatperiod. 
But, bless you, eighteen mouths iw alto- 
gether too short a time in whicli to 
"set matters right." Give theui four 
years, or, better still, eight yeans, 
two parliamentary terms; and if, at the 
expiration of that period, niatterH are 
no better, why, turn them out and put 
others in their place;— only don't bo 
in a hurry, give them ])lc.iity of Lime 
to — "feather their uests." 'J.'he orgau- 
in-chief reminds us that the present 
sot wore not in oflicc when cortuiu c(jni- 
plained-of bridge work was dvMo, and 
that, consequently, it is unfair to blaino 
thoso now in power. But it has been 
seen that tlio present Ministry cannot 
wholly oscapo responsibility for wrong- 
doing on tho part of their i)r('dcc('.4Bor.'i, 
especially when that wrong-doing liap- 

■'!■ pens to be connected with tho Depart- 
ment more immediately under considera- 
tion, seing the key-atone of the new fa- 
bric was at tho head of that Department 
in tho former Administration. Adverting 
more particularly to tho Nanainio bridge, 
wo httvo never retloctod on the contractor; 
but wo do Bay thia, that we are led to be- 
lieve there were ongineering defects in tho 
structure; and wo hiivo oxcollout reason 
for believing that, notwithstanding these 
defects, tho pre.'ient Oovornmont could 
h.ivo r,avod it by a promjit expenditure *f 
some two or three hundred dollars. But 
they would not. Oh, dear no! This is a 
"rotrenohniont" aihnini.slration. i'rotty 
irettenehment, truly, to lot a iivo tiionHaml 
dollar Tjridge go, when, as wo am credibly 
UHHUrod.twoortliri'ohuudrod doil.us would 
havo Kuved it. Hut v,(i may be told that 
oven in this wo should not blame the ])ro- 
sent sot, that it was tin; duty of tho glioiit 
of tho former Ministry to save that briilgo. 
Well; bo it ho. Tho present Attorntiy- 
General would seem, more than unyooe 
else, to fulfil the conditions. But, let tho 
paid "hack" praise away. Our business 
Ig to deol with fAots, and tell the truth. 

IHe Water Question. 

This question once more forces itself 
upon i)uV)lic attention. It has been seen 
that thu Spring llidgo Company have 
manifested a desire to charge at the rate 
of forty-livo cents j)or hundred galhius 
for wat«r used in oxtinguisliing Iu-ok. Wo 
may say at once that it will nut lie in tho 
power of tho Company to gratify that de- 
nirii; for even if the ol)ligations of tho old 
Company in that respect wore not bind- 
ing on tho new, still tho Corporiitiou 
would havo tho j)Owor to bring thcin to 
terms. But there is a newer and more 
gonoral, and, wo fear less,ea8ily managed 
grievance. Tho Company have thought 
proper to materially increase the pi ico of 
waUir to their cuiitonnws, — in Homo in- 
Htaneos doubling it! Heoing timt thoirdays 
are numborod by tho Act which enublos 
the Oori)oration to introduce a proper wa- 
ter supply, it is prosumablo tliat thoy are 
aotiug upon the priaoiplo of making thn 
most of what time remains td'them. Nor 
are wo sure that such is not tho jn-inciiilo 
whicli would ^oguhitethe actions of most 
men under shuilar circunistances, ^Mo.-it 
men like to make money; and low men can 
riew with equanimity any moveuKuit cal- 
onlated to deprive them of the means of 
gratifying this normal do.sire. And it 
would Boem that tho Hpring Itidgo C.loin- 
pajiy wetJRromolodhy no chuiu: reguiat- 



ing them in this respect, Nevertheless 
we may bo permitted to qtiestion tho wis- 
dom oi' tho not. But the principal objact 
of tho present remarks is to poitttonlj* the 
obviouH apjdication. Let the conduct of 
the Spring Ridge Comi)any act as an ad- 
ditional spur to tho Corporation iu tho 
work of introducing water. Let that work 
hi hurried forward, ao that tho water may 
ho brought to some point from whiok it 
can be distributed for a time by means of 
carts, uiul uot leave the public at the mer- 
cy of the Spring Eidga Company ono day 
longer than can bo liolped. There are 
l)leiity of workmen to be had, and this i.s, 
m sonK! respects, tho ino.st favorable sea- 
sou for such operations. Moreovoi', the 
consocpiout oipouditure and demand for 
labor could not well bo uioro opportune, 
Push forward theCorporatioii water works, 
wo say, and wo say it in the iutore.'?t of 
the public gonerally,— not in a spirit^ of 
opposition or hostility to tho existing 
Corapauy.

said he was tin.'d of fi:..'liting and left the 
lava beds t wo inonl lis a;-;o. He said that 
tho Indians had killed a great many Boldi- 
ers, and that there had been twelve In- 
dians kil led ; a [lart of them Ripiaws. Ho 
said a sou of Seonchin had been killed by 
a shell, but that Seonchin himself was not 
hurt. Captain Jack was a'so unhurt. 
Bogus Charley being found in tho condi- 
tion in which he was, may perliajis indi- 
c.-ite that, the fudians have left the lava 
hrds and seatlerci e.hroad over the eoun- 
trs .eaeh junking for hi.s own safety. 

An expedition for tho recovery of the 
bodies of Lieut, Cranston and men of his 
command, missing since tho fith u1t.,and 
men who eould ant b(> hronglit off the field, 
on that occasion, ho lelt the command of 
[jient. I'iehl. Tlie object of iho expedi- 
tion was' frustrated by reason of the ad- 
vanced st.ige of decomposition in which 
tho bodies were found. Tho troops, how- 
over, buried the bodies on the field where 
they fell, and head hoards wero ))laced at 
the graves of lyieiit. Cranston and mun, so 
that the bodies can eventually removed. 
The bodies of the eight men who wore 
left on the lii ld, had s.igi; brush piled over 
tliein, which had been tired by tho Indians, 
and were almost unrecognizable.
